Terrible Accident on the Chicago, Alton 
and Kansas City Railroad. 


One Lady Killed and Several Passengers 
Severely Injured.

Negligent Switching Causes Disaster Between 
Higbee and Centralia—Statement of 
an Injured Passenger. 


An unfortunaté accident happened this morn- 
ing at 3 o0’clock on the Chigagoand Alton pas- 
senger train coming from — City to St.

Statement of an Injured Passenger. 

Mr. Samuel F. Brearley, a St. Louisan and a 
passenger on thé train, was severely injured. 
-His right eye was very badly hurt, and he will 
probably have to. undergo operation, to 
have the glassand splinters which have en 
dangered his eye removed, 

Mr. Brearley says he was on the train, whieh 
was going at about forty five miles an hour 
between Higbee and Centralia. Near the latter 
station a freight train was vecupving a switeb, 
but, unfortunately, the last cur stood partly on 
the mainline. The Kansas City train was ge 
ing ut such arapid rate inorder to make up 
lost time, as it had been delayed in starting at 
Kansas City. The locomotive struek 
the projecting car and ¢aused it te sway.

EUROPEAN ARMIES. 


Military Strength of Various Continental 
Countries. 

[Vienna Correspondence of the London Standard.! 

The recent newspaper war between Germany 
and Russia having givenrise to many specala- 
tions concerning the offensive and defensive 
power of several European States, some par- 
ticulars respecting various armies which have 
been furnished tomeon good authority may 
be read with interest at this moment. To be- 
gin with Germany, the reorganization of 
that army was fully carried outin 1566, since 
which time the araual recruiting nas produced 
1,300,000 men. After making due decuctions 
tor dead, sick, etc., the strength of the Ger- 
man army may now be fairly put at 1,250,000 
men of the line, and the reserves and the First 
Landwehr, all of whom are thoroughly drilled 
and readyto enter thefieldat any moment. 
These men are of various ages, from 20 to 32 
years. Besides these, the German Government 
can call out the SecondLandwehr and theLand- 
sturm, which include all the drilled sotdiers 
from 32 to 50 years of age. These would, after 
making due deduction, number 1, 300, uo men. 
All these 2,550,000 soldiers can be marched ia 
24 hours after their being called out, 
as all the Quartermaster’s arrange- 
ments are made in time of peace to enable this 
to be done. From this total must be deducted 
200,000 for the fortresses, 150,000 for the 
coasts and against Denmark, and 100,000 tor 
depots; so that 2,100,000 men are available 
for real warfare, and the last of whom weuld 
only require a fortnight at the most to be on the 
trontiers. The border fortifications on the 
French side are completely finished and are 
fully armed. They are furnished with large 
stores ot provisions,and communicate with the 
interior of the country by means of good rail- 
ways. France has, of course, good fortresses 
also onthe German frontier, and these are

The fifth contest tor the Astley belt began at 
Gilmore’s Garden last night in the presence of 
a crowd variously estimated at 5,000 to 12,000 
persons. But for the eflicient police arrange- 
ments great difficulty would have been ex. 
perienced. The large and impatient crowds 
that surged around theentrances accorded to 
the nen attests that great public interest is 
still felt in pedestrianism, despite the gro- 
tesque formsit has of late assumed. 
mission fee ot $1, which, it was predicted, 
would cause a great falling off in attendance 
and interest, certainly did not onthe 
night affect the box oflice receipts. All things 
considered, the opening ofthe contest wasa 
grand success, and nothing was left 
for the managers or the eontestants 
to wish for. The crowd was not so ereat as 
that which attended the opening of the Bowell 
match last March, but what it lostin numbers 
wus more than compensated for in character, 
thus fulfilling the intention of the managers in 
rhising the price of admission. The men ap- 
peared in the building about midnight, all in 
good form. Mostof them took dinner at 6 
o'clock, and immediately thereafter retired to 
sleep. Severalof them who were during the 
day brought from their quarters to the 
Putnam House walked over, but those at the 
various other hotels came to the garden in car- 
riages. 

DAY SCENES OUTSIDE THE GARDEN. 

Long before noon, while the good folk of the 
city were at divine worship, great crowds 
gathered in the neighborhood of the garden. 
Allthe adjacent corners were invested by 
knots of men and boys who stared with curi- 
ous interest at the blank walls, behind which 
the great walk was totuke place.

THE START, 

At 1 o’clock all the men appeared on the 
track and were received with tumultuous ap- 
piause.

The ball will be ‘‘a sort of 
Maidi Gras in miniature—a display of marvel!- 
ous interest and grotesque beanty—to which,’’ 
in the Janguage of the San Francisco Post, 
the eyes of the whole civilized world will be 
directed asthe most recherche affair in the 
social annals ofthe nation. Astbe great Gen- 
eral, With his strong face and grand 
serenity, enters the hall, there will rise 
such ashoutof enthusiasm as to make the 
sound roll don the centuries to come. In 
Dussing over thistaffy the Post uses double- 
lexnded lines.
